The carrier fell and sheared 
away steel and wooden forms for 
cement paving on the span.

Rebuilding and water spreading 
operations, undertaken two years 
ago, cut down a good deal of the 
damage which might have result¬ 
ed, they say. 

Spread Disaster

HARA-KIRI 


TOKYO. —Right nion and 
women, members of a fanatical 
Japanese suicide league, sailed to¬ 
ward death in Tokyo bay today 
with a frantic police searching 
party on their trail. 

Five of theii' comrades in the 
“Let’s Die League” were being 
treated forcibly in Tokyo ho.spilals 
after attempting hara-kiri (death 
by disembowelment) in an effort 
“to purify” the pow'erful Nichiren 
Pi’oletarian Buddhist sect. 

Vigilant police disr*upted the at¬ 
tempts of four would-be suicides 
as they kneeled before public 
buildings and plunged daggers into 
their abdomens. All were seized 
and huri’ied to hospitals before 
they succeeded in slashing them¬ 
selves fatally, police said. 

A fifth league member, slightly 
wounded, was discovered hiding in 
a washroom on the third floor of 
the home ministry. 

The public hara-kiri attempts 
occurred before the metropolitan 
police headquarters, the foreign 
minister’s official residence, before 
the diet building and the main en¬ 
trance to Emperor Hirohito’s pal¬ 
ace.

BRITISH FACE 
FIGHT OVER 
ARMS PLAN 


LONDON. IJP^ ~ Labor and Lib¬ 
eral party critics opened a parlia¬ 
mentary battle toda.y against 
Great Britain’s huge $7,500,000,000 
icarmament prograni. 

The government’s attempt to 
float a $2,000,000,000 arms loan 
and raise the other $5,500,000,000 
by taxation in the next five years 
launched a debate by opposition 
leaders that wa.s expected to grip 
parliament for two days. 

Opponents of the vast peace¬ 
time defense mea.surcs, announced 
in an official white paper, charged 
the program . as inflationary and 
would skyrocket the cost of living. 

This greatest expenditure for 
war that Great Britain ever has 
contemplated in peace, they de¬ 
clared, would increa.se speculation 
and bring an exaggerated boom, 
with attendant bad economic ef¬ 
fects. Other critics said the pro¬ 
gram lacked coordination. 

Financial observers estimated 
the British taxpayer would face 
an income tax rate of $1.37 in 
every $5.00 of income. The aver¬ 
age rate now is $1.18 to $5.00. 

Premier Stanley Baldwin’s gov¬ 
ernment plunged ahead with grim 
determination to make Britain's 
navy the most up-to-date in the 
world, her air force as big as any 
on the European continent and her 
small army as efficient as that of 
any other power.

Walsh testified these were the 
Borden, Adohr, Golden State and 
Western Dairy Milk companies. 

‘ Only once in the broadcasts, as¬ 
serted Dr. Parrish, did he caution 
his listeners about the advisability 
of using pasteurized milk instead 
of raw. 

“I hope to see the whole thing 
cleared up once and for all,” he 
said. “I have always been against 
the use of raw milk and this will 
probably give me a chance to 
prove my position in the matter.”

Attorney General Samuel Kemp 
and Police Chief W. A. Gabrielson 
requested Gov. Joseph B. Poin¬ 
dexter to cable all details of Mrs. 
Bennett S. Copping’s story and of¬ 
ficial findings to Samuel King, 
Hawaiian delegate to congress. 

Ree;all Criticism 

They wanted King to have the 
information to “prevent criticism 
in congress” such as accompanied 
the sensational Massle case here 
in 1931, 

The Hawaiian administration 
was freely criticized following an 
a.ssault upon Mrs. Thalia Massie 
and the subsequent conviction of 
her husband, Lieut. Thomas H. 
Massie, her mother and two en- 
li.sted men for killing one of the 
five men accused of ravishing her. 
The convicted quartet’s sentence 
was commuted to an hour In cus¬ 
tody and charges against the four 
.surviving natives accused of as- 
s.''ulting Mrs. Massie were subse¬ 
quently dropped. 

Police grew reluctant to discuss 
their investigation of Mrs. Cop¬ 
ping’s story. 

Husband Is Silent 

Through the closed door of his 
hotel room, Lieut. Bennett S. Cop¬ 
ping, commander of the submarine 
S-28, declined to comment, ex¬ 
plaining, "I have my orders.” 

Navy men spirited Mrs. Copping 
out of the police station, where she 
had been repeatedly questioned by 
officers. Chief Gabrielson said she 
was questioned rigorously to cor¬ 
rect discrepancies in her story of 
j the attack, which an examining 
doctor said did not occur, and de¬ 
tails of her movements during and 
after a drinking party of naval 
men which began at 10 a. m. Sun¬ 
day and lasted until nearly mid- 
nignt. The 24-year old woman said 
shf was dragged from a hotel cor¬ 
ridor to a garage and ravished by 
a tall white man about 5 a. m. 
Monday.

DETROIT. liPi—Negotiators 
seeking final settlement of griev¬ 
ances involved in the recent Gen¬ 
eral Motors strikes turned today 
to discussion of seniority rights 
and .sneed of operations. 

Officials of the United Automo¬ 
bile Workers of America carried 
into the conference room a pro¬ 
posal for a permanent tribunal to 
decide “past, present and future” 
union grievances in General Motors 
plants. 

Wyndham Mortimer, first vice 
president, heading the U. A. W. A. 
conferees, withholding details of 
the union plan, declined to com¬ 
ment on reports that it contem¬ 
plated a five-man national board 
composed of two representatives 
from union and corporation, and 
one neutral member. 

General Motors was reported in¬ 
sisting that any settlement boards 
established should be local rather 
than national in scope. 

General Motors’ officials were 
led by C. E. Wilson, general as¬ 
sistant to William S. Knudson, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president.

The County Road Oil Case 

A LOT OF DUST is being thrown in the eyes of the 
public by the unimportant disagreement between the 
board of supervisors and the 1936 grand jury over Super¬ 
visor Mitchell’s ethics in the county road oil case. 

What difference does it make whether Supervisor 
Mitchell acted ethically or unethically in baring the as¬ 
serted adulteration of oil just before election day? 

The real issue involved concerns the Eden Oil com¬ 
pany; and whether it deliberately sold the county inferior 
oil or was the victim of a political conspiracy. 

So far neither the supervisors nor the grand jury 
have thrown any light on this. They have merely tossed 
dust in the air by commenting pro and con on Supervisor 
Mitchell’s ethics. 

It is time for the authorities to quit fooling around 
and get down to business. 

The public and all the parties directly concerned are 
entitled to hear the answers to these two questions; 

1. Did the Eden Oil company knowingly sell oil con¬ 
taining an excessive quantity of mud and water to the 
county? 

2. Was the company the victim of a political plot 
because of oil samples which were taken improperly from 
sludge from the bottom of the tank? 

The 1936 grand jury investigated the whole matter, 
we are informed by a reliable source, but clamped down 
the lid on what it saw and withheld the information from 
the people. 

What will the supervisors do about it? 

Benjamin Franklin icas just turned 70 when 
he helped draft and signed the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence, hut he was 81 when he started helping 
draft the constitution of the United States. 

Too Much Power for One Man 

L iberal subscriber wants to know why we oppose 
President Roosevelt’s plan to pack the supreme court 
with New Dealers and rush his special legislation through. 
Here’s why; 

If President Roosevelt can dominate all three 
branches of the government, so can someone else. 

What would happen if this almost unlimited power 
fell into the hands of an administration that was ex- i 
tremely reactionary or overwhelmingly radical? 

A powerful reactionary leader, spurred by a red¬ 
baiting frenzy, might connive to suppress free speech 
and assembly. Or a strong radical might wipe out prop¬ 
erty rights. 

And the people would have no court to appeal to for 
protection of their liberties except one under domination 
of the executive! 

We have no quarrel with President Roosevelt per¬ 
sonally. His intentions are the best. But we oppose giv¬ 
ing any one man so much power over his fellow citizens.

New Riches From the Earth 

A new departure in mining, that will mean increased 
wealth and complete use of mineral resources, has 
been started in Canada. There the tunnels of a zinc-silver- 
lead mine are being filled in with waste from the mine 
itself. This is done so that supporting pillars and tunnel 
walls of valuable ore may be removed and smelted. 

Such a conservation program will mean almost 100 
per cent use of the mineral resources of the ore-bearing 
vein.

I N THE past half century an amazing amount 
of investigation has been directed at all man¬ 
ner of curious and odd phenomena not covered 
by orthodox science. When Professor Henry 
Sldgwick made his first address as president of 
the Society for Psychical Research in 1882, with 
many scientists there was a question of fact: 
did these queer things actually happen? Were 
all unexplained phenomena sleight-of-hand, re¬ 
sults of clever trickery? Had magicians, me¬ 
diums, and amateur photographers succeeded in 
perpetrating the greatest hoax of modern times?

to the reality of these phenomena should still 
he going on, that so many competent witne.sscs 
should have declared their belief in them, that 
so many others should be profoundly interested 
in having the question dt.terminc.d. and yet that 
the edueated world, as a body, should still be 
simply in the attitude of incredulity." 

Today It is no longer a question of fact, but of 
cause. The effects of the subconscious mind, 
telepathy, clairvoyance, physical and mental 
phenomena, liuve undergone severe laboratory

Is admitted by such writers as Hamlin Garland

fore the Christian era, skis were the main means 
of transportation for the Finns and Laps, and 
there is the story of an early Swedish king who 
used them to flee his country when in danger. 
England has been "sheeing,” as it is called there, 
for more than 300 years, and as a result of the 
more recent popularity of the sport, has one of 
the largest ski clubs in the world. Every winter, 
during the season, Londoners make the dreaded 
channel crossing and the trek through France 
into the Alps for just a few rejuvenating runs 
down the mountains—if the weather happens to 
be good. 

Wherever snow conditions have made ordinary 
transportation impossible, skis have been put 
into use. Hunters, trappers, mail-carriers, ex¬ 
plorers and armies have found them indispen¬ 
sable. In Russia there is a record of a march 
made by troops from Finland in full marching 
order, and in only 29 days. As early as 1710, 
Norway and Sweden equipped her armed forces 
with them, and in 1902 France and Italy put 
their first soldiers aboard the slippery runners; 
They were a definite part of the equipment of 
the Amundsen and Byrd expeditions, and re¬ 
cently, when the National Geographic Society 
sent a group to explore and map the rugged 
mountains of the Yukon, it was accomplished 
on skis. In all the Scandinavian countries, parts 
of Canada and the United States, and even 
across the high Andes between Chile and Ar¬ 
gentine, mails skim over the snows by means 
of swift runners, usually Norwegian. 

B ut it seems that man does not know when 
he is having fun, for it was not until the 
winter of 1860, in Telemark, Norway, that ski¬ 
ing was first taken up as a sport. And not until 
so recent as 1883 was the first pair taken into 
Switzerland. Those were a gift to a monk in a 
high Alpine monastery. Being a wise monk, he 
learned to use them well, as did others in that 
monastery, and from that modest beginning has 
Switzerland grown to be one of the most famous 
skiing centers of the world. 

Far up in the Austrian Tyrol, at Sankt Anton, 
Herr Hannes Schneider, said to be the most 
famous skiing instructor living, conducts his 
school, to which lovers of the sport from every 
country go, and which has the commendable 
reputation of having had no one injured in its 
classes. Sankt Anton is one of the important 
centers for the ski cruises which have been so 
happily successful the past few years. Which 
give groups in quest of wholesome life and thrill¬ 
ing pastime the privilege of touring through 
superbly picturesque country, of attending ski¬ 
ing schools with expert instructors, of living in 
quaint villages where even the servants at the 
inns, on their Sunday afternoons off, will be out 
on the slopes flying down like winged Mercuries. 

Not until 1910 did skiibg take any hold in 
the United States, and not until long after that 
did it attain any general following, aithough here 
and there, largely through the East, little knots 
of true sportsmen paid it homage. But it crept 
west slowly, even though the Pacific slope offers 
as good as there is in the world, according to 
authorities. It was in the early 1920's before a 
pair of sklis had made their slender and very 
hesitant tracks on the slopes of Mt. Rainier, in 
Western Washington, but an hour from both 
Tacoma and Seattle. Others followed, slowly, 
but exuberantly, and the idea caught on and 
spread fleet footed until now, in the height of the 
season, the favored spots in the Northwest teem 
with literally thousands of participants, ranging 
from those who skim like beautifully poised 
birds down the terrains of several miles to the 
newly addicted ones who flounder on their backs 
in a hopeless but good-natured scramble. - At 
some of the mountains, the winter season has 
grown to exceed the summer. Hostelries throw 
upon their doors; restaurants and garages stay 
open sdl night. Logs roar in the great flreplaces 
of picturesque lodges and cabins, and at night, 
bright windows glow among the silent, snow¬ 
laden trees.

back up. A ski-escalator that will tote you up 
and deposit you at the summit, all fresh as a 
daisy for the .swoop down again. And riding up 
thus of it.self is no mean .sport. 

The best jumping courses in Washington, and 
as good as tho.se anywhere, are at Snoqiialmie 
Pass, the mountain summit that divides the 
eastern and western sections of the state, and 
only 65 miles from Seattle. Jumping is the most 
spectacular and hazardous of all skiing, and 
indeed, few .sports require as much courage. 


B efore the echoes of football die away, the 
Northwest begins waxing its skis and cast¬ 
ing a weather eye at the mountain peaks. Then 
suddenly in the dawn of some morning, it shoui- 
ders the slender "hickory slabs" and trudges off 
to an enchanting world. From then on through 
spring, the snow fields reverberate with the 
gaiety of thousands of skiers as they take their 
spills in the feathery banks, or soar from the 
brow of some hill to more than a hundred feet 
beyond in a perfect jump, to the delight of a 
great throng of enraptured spectators. 

On holidays and weekends, cars, special busses 
and trains bristle with skis and enthusiasm as 
lovers of the sport, forsaking all else, armed 
with a supply of their cherished wax and a pack¬ 
age of durable sandwiches, retreat to their fa¬ 
vorite haunts. Lodges and cabins tucked among 
the snow-laden firs resound with the clank of 
wood and tramp of heavy shoes. Around their 
glowing fires at night, good companionship and 
good coffee offer inviting solace to healthily 
weary bodies. There is talk of snow and speed, 
friendly tips on things to do, and help with 
stubborn bindings as men and women united by 
a common zest, join In easy camaraderie. For no 
more friendly sportsmen ever lived than those 
who have taken the mountain tops for their 
province. 

A sk anyone who has ever flown alorg on the 
magic wings of skis and he will tell you it 
Is the king of sports. His eyes will light up as 
he ascends the imaginary heights again. He will 
forget the dull accounts he is pouring over, the 
knotty brief he is preparing, or the metal he is 
welding, while he takes you along the snowy 
terrains into a world of clean white beauty and 
intoxicating freshness. He will make you feel 
the exhilaration of it as he skims along like a 
bird, exulting in the speed and skill of the human 
body. It is more thrilling than flying, he will tell 
you, for one experiences the rapture of conquer¬ 
ing the lightning-fast mountain courses solely 
by his own power and control. And control is 
the important thing. To develop a sense of bal¬ 
ance, to learn to stand, to stop, to turn, to climb; 
those are the first simple requirements. But to 
swoop down the slopes at a mile a minute and 
swerve around the tree or boulder that rises 
right in front of you, to run the zigzag Down 
Hill. Slalom race, to fly over the lip of a hill, 
to tour around between glaciers, all take years 
of arduous practice and expert mountaineering. 

"Anyone, though," he adds, as he lights his 
pipe which has gone out, "anyone who can dig 
up a pair of runners and a patch of snow can 
have some fun, for it’s everybody’s sport.” 

"And there’s something else,” he will continue 
as you start to go. "There are very few casual¬ 
ties, for only the most skillful go the dangerous 
places.” 

"Say,” and be looks at you suddenly with a 
captivating expression, "why don’t you come out 
and try it one of these weekends?" 

All of which may help to explain why the 
whole cemtry has gone ski-minded in so short a 
time. For we can remember a few years back 
when youngsters whittled out some crude boards, 
daubbed them with bee's wax stealthily borrowed 
from their mothers’ pantries and disported them¬ 
selves on the hills teck of town. Now and then 
some grown-up lover of the outdoors would dare 
to join them, but for the most part the mature 
and staid remained below to balance their bank 
books or restock their grocery shelves. And a 
pair of skis strapped to the runniqg board of 
a car was as wild and curious a sight as a fresh- 
slain bear brought in by some intrepid hunter. 
So the snowy slopes were left to daring young 
boys, a few professional sportsmen, and the 
Laplanders. 

^KIING is as old as the hills themselves. As 
j far back as 3000 years ago, Xenophon, famed 
Graek historian, wrote of a trip to Asia Minor 
where be saw horses trotting easily over soft 
snow by means of light disks attached to their 
hoofs. And Procopius, Byzantine chronicler, told 
tales of strange people far to the north, named 
"gkrld-Finnar,” or "sliders." No doubt long be¬ 


T HE longest jumps are from 180 up to 220 
feet, although some few have exceeded 250. 
P'or .sheer beauty in .sport, nothing excels the 
sight of one as he takes off from the lip of a 
hill, and with perfect ma.stery of the body, .soars 
through the air with easy grace and makes a 
poised landing in a shower of scudding snow. 

If one has more than one day to spend at the 
Pass, he will go on into Cle Elum and Leaven¬ 
worth, and over tb Wenatchee, the big apple 
country. No more enthusiastic sportsmen ever 
packed the "woods” than those through all that 
country. There is “powder” there, and although 
the skiing is not unusual, there is a network of 
pleasant trips, up to 70 miles in length, with 
cabins at equal intervals. Any weekend in season 
one may find congenial company arranging a 
tour. And for goodness’ sake, Wenatchee has gone 
completely modem! It has fitted skils onto air¬ 
planes which take parties up into the hills, from 
where they can skim all the way down to their 
cars at the airport. This is a fact, not a fancy. 

In We.stern Oregon, it is beautiful and friendly 
Mt. Hood, an hour’s ride from Portland, that is 
the center of snow gaiety. An elegant new lodge 
is a-building there to help care tor the com¬ 
forts. For the long, continuous slopes where race 
courses of several miles may be viewed from 
start to finish, the mild, ideal weather, and Ore¬ 
gon’s sunshine which is good for a tan right in 
the middle of winter, make it a beloved spot. The 
skier there has open meadows and woods, 
straight running courses to be swooped down 
at nearly a mile a minute, the dizzy Slalom race, 
and thrilling jumping hills. 

F or new thrills have come for this new sport. 

Now, when the average outdoors man is 
oiling up his golf clubs, stringing his tennis 
racket, or digging fishing worms, the ski convert 
lifts his eyes and considers the mountains With 
a new supply of wax and the faithful old bind¬ 
ings, he will rise at 3 a. m. ahd ride through a 
rapturous dawn of birdsong and blossoms. Then 
he will ascend far up into the freshne.s.s of the 
high snowflelds, and there in an earthly paradise, 
unused save by a few mortals, he will tly along 
the slopes like the gods themselves Then he will 
return to his tasks refreshed in body and spirit. 
In the Northwest peaks the snow lie.'i deep, in 
some places averaging 21 feet, while Switzerland 
Itself has only seven. By spring it is solidly 
packed and smooth, and has a speed and thrill 
unequaled by the heavier and more treacherous 
terrains of winter. By this time, too, one has his 
“ski legs” well under him; his mu.sclcs ripple 
and exult at their suppleness and control at 
turning, at bounding rlghtside up again, at 
“stemming,” at the Christianas. And it is then 
that the long radiant days of spring lend them¬ 
selves admirably to the more lei.surely pleasure 
of touring. 

For skiing is in the strictest sense an amateur 
sport. Those who take to it do so for the pleasure 
and thrill it gives, and even though there may 
be spectacular performances that delight great 
throngs, the greatest delight remains with the 
performer himself and his achievement. 

Said one who has enjoyed the applause of the 
crowfls, and who has flown some of the most 
famous courses in Europe: 

"After all, when the contests are over, when 
the trophies are hung up, the greatest pleasure 
of skiing is simply touring at leisure through 
the enchantment of the mountains; to experience 
the majesty, the awe, the tenderness of their 
moods; to stretch the soul in their quietness and 
beauty, and to exult in their Invigorating air. 
That alone is raougb.”

along, for no one has any business floundering 
on snowflelds without it. With that as a sedative, 
one is ready to be off to the most refreshing and 
glorious sport he has ever known. 

In the short skiing history of the Northwest, 
scores of clubs have been formed which, with 
the help of the United States Forest Service and 
the C. C. C. (the beat friends of snow sports 
everywhere), have chartered courses of varying 
distances and for all degrees of proficiency; have 
provided jumping hills that are safe; have built 
lodges and mountain cabins and shelters that 
make possible a network of delightful overnight 
trips. They have arranged contests and tourna¬ 
ments, and such skiers have developed that last 
winter five (three of them women) were sent 
from Seattle alone to the XI Olympic Winter 
Games ^t Garmisch-Partenkirchen, Germany, in 
the Bavarian Alps. There, in the midst of that 
magnificent winter pageant, and in the greatest 
thrill of their lives, they competed with the best 
in Europe, and compared favorably, we are told 
by one who was present, with contestants who 
have been racing down mountain aides since 
they were old enough to stand up on their wobbly 
legs. 

T he snow sports center in the Northwest is, 
of course, at Mt. Rainier, the pioneer of them 
all. It lifts its majestic peaks into the air 14,000 
feet, and because of its lofty and mysterious 
beauty, inspired the native Indians to call it 
"The Mountain That Was God." It is easily ac¬ 
cessible, and long fast terrains sweep down its 
slopes, where, on one of its five-mile courses 
with a drop of 5000 feet, speeds of 60 miles have 
been attained. There, too, the excitement of the 
Slalom (zigzagging at high speeds down hill be¬ 
tween flags) reaches its zenith. The season is 
long. From the first of December for two or 
three months one may expect to find that fine 
type of snow delectable to all skiers and known 
as "powder.” Then begins the spring season 
which lasts as late as June and July in the higher 
elevations up to 10,000 feet, in the expanses be¬ 
tween glaciers. Then the more vigorous don 
shorts, cold cream and glasses and go aloft for 
a coat of Alpine sun tan. 

A few miles north of Seattle and Bellingham, 
Mt. Baker stretches out her generous and grad¬ 
ual slopes for snow lovers. It was in that rugged 
and picturesque setting that "The Call of the 
Wild” was filmed. As yet, mostly primitive and 
unexplored. It is a happy rendezvous for those 
who prefer having the world and its fairy-like 
beauty more to themselves. Even so, it is so 
advanced as'to have a device to rejoice the hearts 
and legs of theaa who dsead the long trudge 


an array and mixture as was ever uncovered in 
the -missionary barrel. But now, sprightly busi¬ 
ness has seen to it that the most discriminating 
may go forth smartly turned out in local trade¬ 
marks, from the tops of their vlsored caps to 
the heels of their hand-made boots. Including, 
of course, light, graceful skis that make the 
heart leap, feather-weight poles that would do 
credit to any Nordic highlander, and wax in a 
dozen varieties. So great has been the demand, 
and so ready the response, that even in its brief 
life, our newest sport has, according to statistics, 
created more business than golf, always con¬ 
sistently at the top. 

To get the greatest pleasure and benefit from 
a day on the slopes, one should be clad and 
equipped to the best advantage. Clothes must be 
light weight, warm, windproof and uncumber- 
some. Those who know insist on long, light 
woolen undergarments next the skin for protec¬ 
tion against chilling; a sleeveless sweater, then 
a wool shirt with a collar, or another sweater, 
and on top, a waterproof jacket. Long tuck-in 
pants are best, with at least two pairs of socks, 
heavy shoes designed to fit the skis, and woolen 
mittens. A cap with a visor to protect the eyes 
is a comfort, and women should use a protective 
cream. Thus attired, one can roll in the drifts 
and take the spills that are sure to come with 
little discomfort, and no danger of taking cold. 

S kis, they say, should be long enough to touch 
the cup of the hand held straight over head. 
’The best are hickory, light and tough, although 
other woods are used. And look well to the bind¬ 
ings, those narrow strips that tie the body and 
soul together by holding the wood to the shoe. 
Some experts insist that bindings are the very

.out the country sanitary regula¬ 
tions such as screening of houses 
and isolation of the sick. Importa¬ 
tion of one yellow fever Infected 
human or mosquito might mean 
disaster in India. 

To avoid such catastrophe. 
Great Britain, along with the 
United States and about 20 other 
nations, has signed an Interna¬ 
tional Sanitary Convention for air 
travel. The signatories have 
agreed to keep persons from yel¬ 
low fever areas under survelllonc*, 
before they board a plane, lor a 
long enough period to determine 
whether or not they have been in¬ 
fected with yellow fever. 

While these precautions are in 
effect, scientists are at work seek¬ 
ing still better methods of pro¬ 
tection against yellow fever. A 
protective vaccine has long been 
sought and five gifted scientists, 
Adrian Stokes, Hideyo Nouguchl, 
William A. Young, Paul A. Lewis, 
and A, Maurice Wakeman, lost 
their lives in the quest. 

Such a vaccine has at last been 
devised. It is costly, however, and 
the supply is limited. Rockefeller 
Foundation scientists are making 
every effort to eliminate these de¬ 
fects. 


for use in a plane. So Drs. Wil¬ 
liams and Dreessen mixed up an 
insect spray in which non-inflam¬ 
mable carbon tetrachloride was 
substituted for kerosene. This, 
however, proved irritating to hu¬ 
man respiratory systems, and this 
spray had to be abandoned. 

E ventually, they found a 

mixture of the two sprays 
which proved satisfactory, a mix¬ 
ture with so little kerosene that 
t; ’re is no danger of its catching 
i.-a and so little carbon tetrachlo¬ 
ride that it is not irritating to 
man. It is a little heavier than 
similar insect sprays, so it must 
be sprayed under slightly higher 
pres.sure. 

Present practice is to spray the 
planes with this mixture, u.sing a 
spray gun such as the house¬ 
keeper uses in her war on moths, 
flies and other insects. A more 
effective method might be to sup¬ 
ply the planes with a very small 
aluminum pipe, enabling tne piiul 
automatically to spray the plane 
periodically. 

This spray mixture should do 
the mosquito killing job effect¬ 
ively. One difficulty, however, is 
that spraying the cabin and the 


pilot's compartment is not suffi¬ 
cient, as the mosquito stowaways 
can hide in the closed parts of the 
wings and fuselage. The vacuum 
cleaner feature comes Into use at 
this point, in ordei to test the ef¬ 
ficiency of the spraying which Is 
done while the plane is en route. 

When the plane lands, it as well 
as its pa.ssengers must be in¬ 
spected by the quarantine officer 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. To help in the search for 
mosquito stowaways, a sanitary 
inspector goes over every bit of 
the plane with a vacuum hose 
covered with a screen of cotton. 
Any lurking mosquitos that es¬ 
caped the spray will likely be 
caught by the vacuum line and 
will show up on the cotton screen. 

If more than one mosquito is 
found on ten planer of any one 
airline company, the company will 
be warned by the United States 
Public Healtn Service that it is 
not doing the mosquito-killing job 
thoroughly enough. If mosquitos 
are persistently discovered, the 
Federal health officers will hold 
the plane, immediately on its ar¬ 
rival, for mosquito search and 
destruction, before mail or pas¬ 
sengers may be taken off. So far. 


however, these drastic steps have 
been unnecessary as the air¬ 
lines have been extremely co¬ 
operative about the disease-fight¬ 
ing measures. 

Keeping yellow fever infected 
persons out of the country is an¬ 
other problem. There is no way 
of telling that a person has been 
infected with this disease until he 
comes tlown with it six days later, 
which gives plenty of time for 
him to reach one of the southern 
cities where the majority of the 
native mosquitos are the yellow 
fever variety. Some of them are 
pretty sure to bite him and suck 
up the yellow fever virus, which 
they will pass on to their next 
victim. 

Health officials in other coun¬ 
tries are just as concerned as our 
own department about this prob¬ 
lem. The Briti.sh in India are es¬ 
pecially worried, since the yellow 
fever centers in Africa have been 
brought so close by air travel. 
India also has countless numbers 
of the yellow fever mosquito. 

In addition, her millions of peo¬ 
ple have probably no resistance at 
all to the disease, which has never 
appeared in that country, and it 
is impossible to enforce through- 


Insect Stowaways From Other 
Countries Offer Threat To Health

S TOWAWAYS OF THE AIK

..e airliners, and kept them 
from landing in the United States. 

One way of doing this would 
be to destroy the mosquitos on 
the plane during the flight. A 
good spray, the public health of¬ 
ficers considered, is pyrethrum in 
kerosene, the basis of many in¬ 
secticide sprays.. It is compara¬ 
tively harmless to humans and in 
low concentrations' in the air it 
will kill the yellow fever mosquito. 

The disadvantage of this mos 
juito killer is that it catches fire 
easily, which makes it unsuitable 
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Scientists Of the Rockefeller Foundation Risk Ineir Lives In 
Effort To Wipe Out "Yellow Jack" In South American Jungles 
Natives Arc Watched Closely For Sign.s Of Dreaded Disease 


vent from riding the airliners into 
the United States, 

Yellow fever .seems remote and 
unimportant to most of us living 
on the North American continent 
today. You may remember hear¬ 
ing your father or grandfather 
speak of the dreaded "Yellow 
Jack," and you have thrilled to 
the drama of Its conquest by a 
team of American doctors. But 
that was over JO years ago! An¬ 
cient history, you say! And 
malaria -disease for which the 
"stowaways" are responsible! If 
you live in certain regions of the 
south you take it for granted, and 
if you live in the north it seems 
almo.st as remote and unimport¬ 
ant as yellow fever. 

The secure feeling that comes 
from 30 years' freedom from yel¬ 
low fever is rudely shocked by 
the knowledge that this disease is 
only two days awa.v and is raging 
uncontrolled at that two-days-off 
locality. Public health authorities 
are seriously concerned over the 
situation and even more worried 
over malaria. 

Here is the picture they sec. 
Yellow fever, wiped out of our 
country, and beaten back from 
Central America, was at its last 
stronghold in the northeast of 
Brazil. It was thought to be rap¬ 
idly disappearing from the South 
American continent as a result of 
anti-mosquito services in a few of 
the larger cities. Then came re¬ 
ports from the International 
Health division of the Rockefeller 
Foundation stating that "yellow 
fever is widely dis.seminated over 
the continent cast of the Andes 
and north of Paraguay." 

Brazilfan jungle fever, the 
"fever of the engaged men" as it 
Is known locally, has turned out 
to be the old dreaded Yellow Jack. 
(It got it romantic local name 
because it chiefly attacks young, 
about - to - be - married men who 
have gone into the jungle to build 
homes for their prospective 
brides.) 

The Rockefeller Foundation 
scientists, down there in an at¬ 
tempt to clean up the last traces 
of yellow fever, stumbled on this 
discovery and on another un¬ 
pleasant one—the jungle yellow 
fever is carried by a different 
kind of mosquito than Aedes 
aegypti, the classical yellow fever 
mosquito, one which has different 
breeding habiU. This complicates 
the fight against it considerably, 
since entirely new methods may 
have to be developed, 

T J UNITED STATES health 
authorities, an even more seri- • 
ous aspect of the picture Is the 
malaria problem. An African ma¬ 
laria mosquito, a rank foreigner, 
has gained a foothold in Brazil, 
two days away from us by plane. 
If this mosquito should bo carried 
to the United States, it would 
present a problem in malaria con¬ 


trol far greater than any we have 
ever faced and one fdr which our 
present methods of malaria con¬ 
trol would be totally inadequate. 

On top of this, there Is Hawaii 
to be thought of. This delighlfiil 
vacation spot has no malaria be¬ 
cause there are no anopheles 
mosquitoes in the Islands. Health 
authorities are greatly eoncerned 
over the possibility of even one or 
two of these malaria-bearing mos¬ 
quitoes being taken to the islands 
from the mother eountry, which 
is now only 18 hours away by 
plane. 

Officers of the United States 
Public Health Service, entrusted 
with the job of protecting us from 
importation of disease, realized, 
as soon as commercial air travel 
started between the United States 
and Central and South America, 
that they had a new problem on 
their hands. 

There are really two problems, 
or two parts of the problem. One 
relates to danger from human 
passengers and the other to dan¬ 
ger from mosquito stowaways. It 
is for the latter that Drs. C. L. 
Williams and W. C. Dreessen 
adapted the housekeeper's tools 
into effective defense weapons. 
Were it not so grim the use of 
the vacuum cleaner and insect 
spray guns on board airships 
might be humorous. 

In the case of the human pas¬ 
senger. air travel brings him 
from one continent to another so 
quickly that he might leave South 
America perfectly well but har¬ 
boring yellow fever germs from 
an unsuspected mosquito bite, 
and arrive in this country, still 
apparently well, only to develop 
the disease days after his arrival. 
He might then be the means of 
spreading the disease to others, 
since the mosquito that carries 
yellow fever still exists in this 
country - though, without any 
yellow fever patients to bite, it 
cannot get and spread the Infect¬ 
ion. 

If a yellow-fever-infected mos¬ 
quito hopped an airliner for a 
stolen ride Into this country and 
disembarked undetected, it and 
its brothers and sisters already 
here could infect enough persons 
tb provide the nucleus of a good- 
sized epidemic before anyone 
knew what was up. 

That this is actually possible 
was demonstrated by studies con¬ 
ducted by Drs. T. H. D. Grilfits 
and J. J. Grifflts of the United 
States Public Health Service, with 
the cooperation of officials of the 
Pan American Airways System. 
There are plenty of places on the 
planes where mosquitos can stow 
away undetected by ordinary ob¬ 
servation, and examination of 
some hundred planes on their ar¬ 
rival at Miami from foreign and 
Insular ports resulted in discovery 
of a number of maaqultoa riding

O UR Japanese Allies had been bombarding 
the East Gate of the Tartar Wall for over 
eight hours, and finally broke through with a 
rush. Their sharpshooters found no cover, but 
stood in the open, pouring a withering fire into 
the visible Chinese defenders. 

Spike and I were detailed to help fight fires 
which had broken out in the Mongol market. 
An arch, or pailow, over the street took the 
flames to a row of shops and within a few 
minutes fires spread. 

"We’ve just begun,” Spike yelled, and we got 
to work on the fire. A few hours and the worst 
was under control. , 

China was a nation of walls. The Tartar 
Wall Itself was taken, but after that came the 
walls of the Imperial City, and its seven gates, 
Che taking of which would show me—according 
to Spike—what campaigning meant. 

Prince Tung-fu-Hsiang, we heard, was bar¬ 
ricaded in the Imperial City, which meant an¬ 
other wall to storm. His men kept up a con¬ 
tinual shouting as they used foreign rifles on 
Che approaching Allies. Before lonf a French 
battery unlimbered and sent shells crashing 
into his stronghold. 

August 15 was my birthday, but no one knew 
it—and wouldn't have made a cake in any case. 
On this day, which for some reason seemed 
important to me, our detachment and 20 men 
from the 24th Punjab Infantry was detailed 
to relieve the Pe-tang Mission, located about 
150 yards from the Ch’ien Gate. Near the first 
south gate was a great platform, a Chinese 
patio affair, surrounded by a wide marble ban¬ 
nister, a small courtyard filled with bodies of 
Boxers, About 75 of them lay there in grotesque 
attitudes of death. Among these were a few 
Imperial soldiers, scattered in disorder, Man- 
chesters and swords by their sides. We went 
toward this, while snipers picked ofl: men more 
or less regularly, past groups of hysterical Chi¬ 
nese who darted in and out, waving swords and 
screaming. Every crevice of the courtyard hid 
a native bent upon our instant extermination. 
Several Indian soldiers were "casualed” and 
sent back for repairs; I took a scratch across 
my shoulder, a nick just deep enough to draw 
blood. Spike, beside me most of the time, came 
through whole. An occasional shell landed near 
us, but where it came from we didn't know. 
We kept advancing slowly, taking full advan¬ 
tage of the rare spots which gave partial 
shelter. 


Meanwhile the Americans were shelling three 
doors in the gateway of the Imperial City— 
great ponderous doors, studded with heavy 
round bolts and a network of ancient square 
bolts. Timbers came up from the rear, batter¬ 
ing rams were rigged—one of the gates was 
breached. Americans poured in, and deployed 
as skirmishers. Tall weeds and grass covered 
the ground for the first hundred yards beyond 
the gate, and the invaders reached the edge 
of this when a heavy Boxer fire caught them 
from two sides. Americans on the wall opened 
fire, covering the advancing troops. Fires broke 
out in the Imperial City, and the battle din 
deafened several men. A field piece was hurried 
up and trained on the second gate. Caisson after 
caisson was emptied against the ancient gate, 
which remarkably managed to withstand the 
shells. 

We heard this going on, having no idea v/hat 
was happening. Our detachment was tired and 
hungry by now, and our wounded were re¬ 
lieved by the Second Bengals. 

"Dressing station for you,” Spike ordered, 
and we succeeded in finding a Chinese medical 
student to dress the wounds. The stitching of 
my leg was a painful experience, and made me 
question if soldiering was everything Spike had 
said. But the leg was sewed up, dusted with 
iodoform, and rebandaged. It was stiff, but I 
began to feel better. We had a hot meal, quaffed 
cups of Ming Kie Pieu. 

In our shake-down—secluded in the corner 
of an old wall I thought of the years that had 
slipped by. Mexico had been a different world, 
at the moment it might have been on another 
planet. A remark that my father had made 
flashed back tor no reason at all: "You were 
only the product of an idle moment idly spent. 
When you were born you lay on the floor behind 
the kitchen stove for three days ... we didn't 
know if you would bark or cry!” Whether he 
was accurate or not, I couldn’t remember, but 
the canine part of it fitted my mood—soldiering 
was a dog's life, 

because of my leg, I was assigned to fa-

sources and without military patronage. 

Spike didn't mind. "You can always enlist 
with an army.” he reflected. And we've 
seen what we wanted, anyway. What we need 
right now is a bit of silver. Do you know we're 
about broke?” 

Spike and I decided on Tibet as our next des¬ 
tination, but waited a few days to see the final 
action. Court officials had agreed to open the 
last gate to the Audience Palace, holy of holies, 
so that this sacred place would not he pro¬ 
faned beyond endurance. Nations of the Allies 
were to file into the city, and we refused to 
mi.ss anything. The foreign diplomatic corps 
had taken things in hand, and stayed the am¬ 
bitions of various commanding officers —for the 
one purpose of saving embarrassment to the 
Dowager. 

With Homer Lea and Dr. Sun Yat-Sen ready 
to back up the idea of democracy, China right 
then had her first chance to become a republic. 
But the invading Allies would have nothing to 
do with republics. They knew the lady of the 
palace, and preferred to deal with the old dy¬ 
nasty. 

The review was set for early morning, about 
7:30, and Spike stood beside me, as near to the 
last unopened gate as possible. First came two 
Yamen in blue robes falling to their slippered 
feet. 


Boxers’ ’'pot of fire,” called ”pot 'a feu” by the 
French. These fire pots were simply iron bas¬ 
kets filled with gunpowder, pieces of iron, bolt 
scraps and tissue paper, bound in wire and set 
off by a fuse. Hundreds, thousands of these 
were tossed from the walls. Their "rockets” 
were similar to two-inch pipes, three feet long, 
attached to a stick and filled with powder, which 
set fire to anything it touched.) 

But fire pots failed; nothing the Chinese could 
do halted the Allies. The gates were down, and 
for the first time avenues of the Forbidden City 
were to be profaned by foreign troops. 

S PIKE and I marched in with our adopted 
detachment — feeling historic, tired and 
strangely elated. 

Word came that Dr. Sun Yat-Sen—who had 
tried to overthrow the Manchus in '95 and '96 
—was rushing to Hong Kong, He was then at 
Singapore. Runners had been sent to assemble 
his recruits for New China, Homer Lea, famous 
hunchbacked general, was on his way to help 
Sun Yat-Sen with thousands of trained troops. 
The Ming court had fled from Peking, left it 
to the mercy of the foreign devils. This was 
rumor. Mobs of Boxers, still to be counted 
dangerous, had somewhat scattered into roving 
bands of looters. 

Looting—taking what you wanted—went un¬ 
censored. Furniture from the Temple of Heaven 
was used for stove wood. But S^ike wanted 
no piles of stuff to carfy on his back, and we 
contented ourselves bj partaking of Chinese 
liquors. While our comrades sampled silks and 
antiques, we followed the fashion and sampled 
liquids. We helped ourselves to Wing Fung 
Hong — which wasn’t bad! — and the curious 
"wine of 5000 fires.” 

"While we’re here,” Spike said, "let’s see the 
city. It may be a long time before we get back 
again." 

We went to the ancient Astronomical Obser¬ 
vatory, built by some Mohammedan astronomer 
during the Tsing dynasty. The gigantic bronze 
globe inside weighed two tons, yet was so per¬ 
fectly balanced—supported by four iron dragons 
—that Spike’s little finger swayed it back and 
forth. Prom there we located a Buddhist temple 
to watch the priests whirl prayer wheels. I left 
Spike arguing in his limited Chinese jargon 
with a yellow-robed priest, and wandered out 
alone. 

Near the observatory a British captain 
stopped me. I hadn’t saluted. 

“What outfit do you belong to?” he snapped. 
I told him. He grinned at my uniform, but 
objected to my lack of courtesy. As he looked 
me over disapprovingly, he called the sergeant 
of the guard, and off I went to a British guard¬ 
house until morning—into a native building of 
four rooms, containing a few British troopers, 
who proceeded to hold a kangaroo court over 
me. I was fined all of my cigarettes and other 
valuables. We stayed awake all night, wonder¬ 
ing what would happen to Peking and the 
Dowager, whether Sun Yat-Sen and General 
Hornet Lea would take part in forming a re¬ 
public. 

Spike was running all over the city looking 
for me, and heard I was cooped up for neglect 
of army manners. He got the ear of a senior 
Royal officer, and after much palaver, the Brit¬ 
ish drum-head court paroled me to Spike. We 
were both lectured, individually and together, 
for having alUed our persons with military 
forces without the formality of enlistment. Some 
sort of allegiance oath went with enlisting, 
which the British considered important. When 
turned loose, we were again on our own re- 


W E’D gone about 50 yards toward the Mis¬ 
sion, running stooped over for a few feet, 
inching up when a shell burst—when something 
red hot plowed into my leg between hip and 
knee. 

“Get it, son?" Spike asked, as I went down. 

“Here-" And he found a cloth pad to bind 

across the gash. We went on, to a point some 
25 yards from the Mission. Our subaltern came 
to life, and shouted: 

“Charge!” 

Pain in my leg vanished, and I ran along 
beside Spike, firing as fast as possible, stum¬ 
bling to my knees at the barricade. The close 
sight of us must have been enough to frighten 
anyone; the Chinese retreated, not relishing 
hand-to-hand encounters. 

I saw men falling near us, staggering . . 
getting up again and plunging forward. My own 
wound had a pad around it. Spike’s heavy fingers 
were gentle and expert, binding me up, then he 
whacked me on the back. I lurched to my feet 
and the world turned red. Anger surged in me, 
and for a while I guess I wasn't sane. I forgot 
my leg, forgot I couldn’t ordinarily use it . . . 
pain shooting, stabbing, like daggers of fire. I 
pulled Spike along with me (so he said after¬ 
ward) and we ran for the Mission. Every Chi¬ 
nese in the city was my enemy. We ran straight 
for them, careless of gun fire, disregarding ev¬ 
erything but reaching the first crouched line of 
men. I’d never felt deep anger before. It drove 
me. I felt suddenly like an army rolling toward 
that Mission. (Occasionally you know things 
without question; I knew nothing could stop 
me.) I was mad for the next few minutes, cold 
and hot at once, and my face must have chang¬ 
ed. It knotted up, I guess, tense and grotesque 
. . . like the face of a great ape when he 
chatters in fury. I knew exactly what was hap¬ 
pening—my mind was clear. But I couldn’t have 
stopped for an earthquake. I was my own boss, 
somewhere up in my brain—but the bodv kept 
leaning far over, and feet plowed into the dirt. 
No one took pictures that day of our attack, 
but Spike was descriptive: 

"A beast is what you are, son!” he gasped, 
when we got to the dressing station. "You look¬ 
ed like nothing I’ve seen . . . sort of crazy.” 
’The name stuck to me from that day. Spike 
used it in public once or twice, and listeners 
liked it.

F oreign troops poured into Peking. At the 
Emperor’s Palace they were met by officials 
in conical hats, who bowed, muttered, “Enter!” 
Small detachments of the Allies filed into the 
Palace grounds, and foreign diplomatic staffs 
from the legations. Looking on were Chinese 
who had fought against us, worn-looking war¬ 
riors, scorn and hatred flickering in their steady 
gaze. As we wandered through the palace a 
British battery broke out in a 21-gun salute. 
Time had caught up with the old Forbidden City, 
open that day to foreign devils from across 
the seas. 

We saw General Chaffee and his staff, fol¬ 
lowed by a troop of Americans at port arms; 
General linievich, the Russian commander, head¬ 
ing well-disciplined Slavs. 

"Come with me,” Spike warned, and we fell 
in behind the Russians, trying to look Important. 
No one spoke to us. The palace courtyard was 
overgrown with weeds; empty cartridges lit¬ 
tered the grounds, and around the walls were 
lined Manchu soldiers armed with swords and 
rifles.

Add Baked Ham Hawaiian To Your Repertoire Of Fine Recipes 


PerennutlFavorite Pops Up Under Assumed 
Name To Charm Lovers Oj Good Poods

B aked ham is a perennial 
favorite and it well de.serveii 
the front-rank position it holds in 
the esteem of discriminating eat¬ 
ers. For baking the ham there are 
innumerable recipes — so many 
that it is ea.sy to escape any risk 
of monotony in .serving this dish 
In Uakeil liam Hawaiian the use 
of canned pinciipple juice helps 
to give the meat a new and zest¬ 
ful keenness of flavor that is 
practically guaranteed to endow 
you with a reputation as an artist 
in the cooking of ham 
Here is the recipe: 

1 smoked hntn flU ftownds) 
1 cMp nincf/ar 
1 lanje hot Up (imiivt ale 
•2 (innrlfi (S c«p»l rrinned 
pineapple jitice 
lionquet-i/anii 
lirown suf/ar 
1 enp raisins. 

Sf)ak ham in . cold water and 
vinegar overnight. Putham (which 
has been boned and tied, if pos¬ 
sible ) in a roaster, add bouquet- 
gai'ni and a little water to cover 
the bottom of pan. Place in a hot 
oven F.) tor about SO min¬ 

utes to brown. Then add ginger 
ale and pineapple juice. During 
next 45 minutes turn ham three 
times. Then reduce heat in oven 
to 325° F.. put cover on roaster 
iwivd bake slowly for 4 hours. Re¬ 
move the skin, sprinkle with 
brown sugar, and place under 
flame or high heat to finish brown¬ 
ing. 

Strain the gravy, let stand a 


few minutes for tat to rise to top, 
remove grease and add slices of 
canned pineapple. Heat in gravy, 
turning once so that pineapple 
will absorb .some of the meat 
juice. Remove pineapple, drain 
and place around ham on platter 
as a garnish Place a maraschino 
cherry in the center of each pine 
apple ring. 

Add raisins to the gravy, cook 
10 minutes, and thicken with 
flour, if nece.s.sary Six cups are 
necessary for 30 servings. White 
or dark raisins may be used, bui 
the former make the best colored 


gravy.

the general’s personal staff. At 26 
he led the advance guard of 
Forbes’ army through the wilder¬ 
ness to capture Ft. Duquesne 
(now Pittsburgh). 

In 1758, however, these expedi¬ 
tions against the French and In¬ 
dians were over and Washington 
retired to the peace of hi.s Virginia 
plantations. I’hen came the Revol¬ 
ution. On June 15, 1775, Washing¬ 
ton, then in his 44th year, was 
made commander-in-chief of the 
Continental armies. 

It was no sinecure. The Colo¬ 
nies were unskilled in war, unpre¬ 
pared, without money, allies, or 
credit. For eight dreary winters 
Washington struggled to hold to¬ 
gether with nothing an army 
built out of nothing. Up and down 
the length of the colonies he led 
his men, an army constantly de¬ 
pleted. constantly shifting under 
the disastrous .system of short en¬ 
listments. It was a heart-breaking 
trail of battle, defeat, withdrawal, 
and defen.se. And yet Washington 
achieved the impossible. By his 
supreme military genius he car¬ 
ried the Revolution to its trium¬ 
phant conclusion. 


the man behind the scenes during 
the selection of the site and In 
planning the streets and build¬ 
ings in detail. On September 18, 
1793 he personally laid the cor¬ 
nerstone of the city which bears 
his name, and which we might ex¬ 
pect to stand for centuries, a liv¬ 
ing monument to the wisdom, 
foresight, and energy of George 
Washington. 


Father Of Ilis Country Was Socialite, 
Frontiersman, Military Genius, Farmer 


Harrison of Virginia the neces¬ 
sity for opening communication 
with the Great Lakes and the in 
terior. Due to his efforts both 
Maryland and Virginia authorized 
the formation of navigation com¬ 
panies to connect East and West. 

Washington was a motivating 
force in the clearing of the James 
River and the building of the 
Potomac Canal. He had a concept 
of the United States as a great 
commercial unit, and he believed 
water transportation to be a 
necessary factor in realizing that 
dream. Washington, indeed, might 
be called the first (and undoubt¬ 
edly the most reputable) of that 
mighty band of empire builders 
who were later to develop great 
systems of transportation that 
now tie east and west together 
with inseparable links of steel and 
water and concrete highway 

The National Capital City was 
founded by Washington. He was 


lavish hands of the Virginia gen¬ 
tleman. 

Washington’s estate was con¬ 
siderable. His father, upon his 
death, had left three estates, one 
to each son. Until the boys came 
of age all estates were in the 
hands of their mother, Mary Ball 
With the death of his older bro¬ 
ther Lawrence in 1752, George 
fell heir to the Mount Vernon es¬ 
tate as well as his own. His wealth 
was further augmented by his 
marriage to Martha Custis in 
1758, a widow with two small 
children and considerable means, 
a woman of breeding, refinement, 
and social poise. 

B ehind the gentleman land- 
owner and sportsman, how¬ 
ever, we see a totally different 
Washington—another side of this 
character of many opposites. For 
although he was bom to wealth 
and accustomed to the service of 
others, Washington displayed a 
marvelous aptitude as a practical 
dirt farmer. He was probably 
America’s first "scientific" farmer. 

With five going plantations un¬ 
der his control, he devoted much 
time to the business management 
of his estates. He was a great ad¬ 
mirer of the English system of 
estate management, and even im¬ 
ported from England in 1786, one 
James Bloxham, a practical farm¬ 
er, as manager of his estates. This 
was a somewhat doubtful experi¬ 
ment. Mr. Washington, at f\rst, 
was disappointed for he said that 
Mr. Bloxham had Improper ideas 
and seemed not prepared to meet 
the ruinous course of cropping, 
exhausted lands, and numberless 
inconveniences caused by the eight 
years of war. 

Mr. Bloxham, in turn, expresses 
his sentiments in the matter by 
writing, "I rot in my other Letter 
to my wife to Com over but I 
thinke it la not worth while for I 
think that I Shall not Stay no 
Longer than my yeare is up which 
is the first of next may for things 
Are verey Desagreable to Do. 
Bisness it is imposable for any 
man to Do Bisness in any form 
. . . this Contey is verey poor 
and there is no chance for any 
Body to Do any god . . . thear is 
another thing Which is very Dis- 
agreable these Black People I am 
Rather in Danger of being pols- 
ind among them which I think I 
Shall Leave the Contrey ass son 
Ass I Can." Matters evidently im¬ 
proved later, for his wife and 
family came over; and he re¬ 
mained with the General until 
1791 and then settled on his own 
land. 


G eorge Washington, 
whose birth we honor this 
coming week, was bom in a time 
that demanded what Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling later characterized as 
men of “infinite resource and sa¬ 
gacity.” 

Life in the American Colonies 
In 1732 was simple and elemental. 
To a large extent, the home was 
a self-contained unit. Spinning 
and weaving, cobblering and car¬ 
pentry, even the hewing of timber 
and its reduction into usable lum¬ 
ber, were all still part of the home 
process. Lacking modern inven¬ 
tions and facilities, the colonial 
father must need shift for him¬ 
self, depending upon his own re¬ 
sources to provide comfort or even 
sustenance for his family. 

We think of George Washing¬ 
ton primarily, perhaps, as a states¬ 
man, the Father of his Country, 
the austere President. Yet this 
was only one phase of his well- 
rounded character. As we look 
behind the scenes into the real life 
of the man, we stumble upon a 
series of surprising contradictions 
that lend color to his portrait. We 
are amazed at his capacity for 
achieving distinction in lines not 
only widely separated, but often 
diametrically opposed. 

F or we find that the George 
Washington whom we meet on 
the pages of history as a polished, 
urbane Virginia gentleman, was 
at the same time one of the most 
skilled frontiersmen of his day. 
Like Daniel Boone, George Rogers 
Clark, and other vigorous young 
men of his time, Washington was 
early trained as a surveyor. His 
natural abilities were such that 
at the tender age of 16 he found 
himself one of a party sent out 
by Lord Fairfax to survey the 
Fairfax holdings beyond the Blue 
Ridge. 

This was Washington’s introduc¬ 
tion to the frontier. It was a trip 
notwlthout Its hardships. Through 
heavy rains and across swollen 
streams they pushed their horses 
on what the young surveyor de¬ 
scribes as "y worst road that was 
fiver trod by Man or Beast." Be¬ 
tween' the wind and the smoke 
they were often forced to aban¬ 
don their tents entirely and take 
to the open. “Every man was his 
own Cook our Spits was Forked 
Sticks our Plates was a Large 
Chip as for Dishes we had none." 

Nor were sleeping accommoda 
tions any better. The young sur¬ 
veyor writes: “I not being so good 
a Woodsman as ye rest of my 
Company striped myself very or¬ 
derly and went in to ye Bed as 
they called it when to my Sur¬ 
prise I found it to be nothing but 
a Little Straw-Matted together 
without Sheets or any thing else 
but only one thread Bear blanket 
with double its Weight of Vermin 
such as Lice Fleas &c. I was glad 
to get up (as soon as y Light was 
carried from us) I put on my 
Cloths and Lay as my Compan¬ 
ions. Had we not been very tired 
I am sure we should not have 
slep’d much that night. I made a 
Promise not to Sleep so from that 


T hese are but a few of the 
facets of this many-sided per¬ 
sonality. His familiarity with the 
law, his unceasing production as 
a man of letters, his shrewd busi¬ 
ness abilities, his extensive trav¬ 
els, — all these form a part of 
the complex character that was 
Washington. One quality, how¬ 
ever, deserves more than passing 
mention—his amazing brilliance 
as a military genius, a brilliance 
that is to often overshadowed by 
the illustrious public career which 
embellished the later years of his 
life. 

Washington’s early military ex¬ 
ploits were a part of his frontiei 
days. At 21 he was commissioned 
to march through the wilderness 
on a difficult mission to Ft. Le 
Boeuf. At 23 he was distinguished 
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T urning from Washington as 
a practical dirt farmer, we dis¬ 
cover yet another totally different 
aspect of his character in the En¬ 
gineer and Builder. For this, his 
early training as a surveyor serv¬ 
ed as a fitting introduction. From 
plotting the wilderness it is but 
a step to building roads, construct¬ 
ing bridges, draining swamps, and 
similar engineering projects. Thus 
Washington almost unconsciously 
developed engineering instincts 
which he turned to good account 
in the Improvement of his own 
acres as well as in the public 
welfare. 

One of his major Interests was 
the reclamation of rich farm lands 
through drainage projects, one of

Such was Washington’s first 
trip to the frontier in the Spring 
of 1748. 

O NCE off the trail, however, 
and back at his Virginia 
plantations, we see a totally dif¬ 
ferent Washington. No more the 
pioneer frontiersman, he slips 
gracefully into the sparkling life 
of the polished socialite. Accus¬ 
tomed on his frontier trips to long 
hard days in the saddle, he now 
travels with coach and four, his 
outriders in the Washington liv¬ 
ery. His home is furnished with 
the best. His wife wears silks and 
satins of the finest. And he him¬ 
self is a distinguished figure, finely 
proportioned, smartly turned out, 
dispensing hospitality with the 
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which added appreciable acreage 
to his farms. To the large Dismal 
Swamp reclamation project, start¬ 
ed in 1763, Washington gave much 
time and attention for some five 
years and for 25 years attended 
meetings of the board. 

Most important, however, ot 
Washington's engineering hobbies 
was his interest in canals and 
waterways and in the develop¬ 
ment of transportation. Washing¬ 
ton viewed the new nation in the 
large and with the eye of a build¬ 
er, almost a promoter. He saw 
the unsettled West, not as a track¬ 
less wilderness, but a land await¬ 
ing to be peopled, with great nav¬ 
igable rivers, the future highways 
of commerce. To the problems of 
transportation he gave profound 
thought, as well aa time and 
money. He urged upon Governor 
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
